Air Force sources said revised 
plans call for the 350,000-pound 
Bombers to take to the air in 
1963 instead of 1962. These 
sources said the delay was part 
of a drive to keep Air Force 
Spending at about its present 
level of $18,600,000,000 a year. 

The Air Force hopes eventual- 
ly to build about 200 of the su- 
personic B-70 jet bombers. 
They would be used to replace 
about half of the current force 
of 500 B-52 bombers, which are 
the backbone of this country’s 
nuclear retaliatory power. 

North American Aviation Co. 
is the prime contractor for the 
B-70. : 
Although ballistic missiles are 
expected to become increasingly 
important in future years, top 
defense officials ° have made 
clear that the manned bombers 
will play a vital role until this 
country has literally hundreds 
of rockets on the firing line. 

There also is one school of 
thought which contends the bal- 
listic missile never can com- 
pletely replace bombers because 
of the latter’s greater flexibility. 
These experts point out that a 
bomber can shift from one tar- 
get to another in flight while a 
missile cannot. 

The Air Force originally had 
hoped to step up s on 
the B-70 to about $160,000,000 in 
fiscal 1961, which starts next 
July 1. Instead, the economy 
drive will force it to hold the 
request to about $75,000,000, 

In addition to the delay in the 
B-70’s first flight, some Air 
Force officials were said to be 
concerned because the new fund 
request will not allow any money 
for the big bomber’s new “bomb 
navigation” system. 

This is a complicated elec- 
tronic brain which guides the 
bomber to its target. Although 
it is not basically new, the sys- 
tem will have to be refined to 
compensate for the tremendous 
speeds of the B-70.

A soda bottle found near the 
body will be checked, but Marks 
said he doubted whether finger- 
prints remained on it.

American 
officials charged he was dragged 
from a taxicab by six Chinese 
Communists and then was tied 
by the neck and hands and 
beaten. 

A few hours after the protest 
was handed to Indian officials, 
reliable sources said Anadan 
Andrew, an Indian messenger, 
was attacked by Chinese shortly 
after he left the Bombay tele- 
graph office with coded tele- 
grams addressed to United 
States diplomats. 

Andrew said the attack oc- 
curred about 4 p.m. (4:30 a.m. 
St. Louis time), when he was

He had just delivered a packet 
of coded telegrams and picked 
up others. 

Reports from Bombay said 
Andrew claimed he could iden- 
tify his assailants, two Chinese, 
who seized him and demanded 
the telegrams.

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Study Confirms Engi- 
neering Feasibility — 
Whether Plan Is Finan- 
cially Practical Remains 
to Be Determined.

ST. LOUIS IS TURNING new in- 
dustry away. Firms seeking plant 
sites here are being told, regret- 
fully, that they cannot be accommo- 
dated, 

Many industries which do busi- 
ness on a national scale are finding 
it desirable to decentralize their 
operations Ly locating plants in the 
Midwest, Some cities stand ready 
to welcome these prospects by pre- 
senting a variety of attractive sites 
to choose from, but St. Louis has 
little to offer in the way of sizable 
tracts zoned for industrial use. 

In the average American city, which 
annexes territory as it grows, one-third of 
the area is open space. In St. Louis, whose 
boundaries were frozen in 1876, less than 
ll per cent of the ground is vacant and 


most of the land suitable for industry 
was built up‘long ago. 


THE SHORTAGE OF PLANT SITES here 
is particularly acute when it comes to 
riverfront property. Yet it is. hard to be- 
lieve that. St. Louis, which had its begin- 
nings as a river town and which laid the 
foundation for metropolitan greatness in 
river commerce, cannot provide water 
shipping facilities for new industries. 


The city spreads along 18- miles of the 
Mississippi river, and St. Louis county 
has an additional 75 miles of waterfront 
along the Missouri and the Mississippi. 
Thousands of acres of open land border 
the two rivers, but most of this ground 
is unusable because of intermittent flood- 
ing, The problem is complicated by mul- 
tiple ownership which fragments land into 
bits and pieces, making it difficult to as- 


Economists warned that more in- 
dustrial acréage is an urgent need if St. 
Louis is to continue to’ grow or even to 
hold its own against competing areas. 


TO. MEET THIS PROBLEM, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Metropolitan St. Louis 
is pressing for development of an industrial 
park at Columbia Bottoms, 4800-acre tract 
at the confluence of the Missouri and the 
Mississippi. If this land was given flood 
protection and converted into the St. Louis 
Industrial Park, the chamber Begs 0 have 
little trouble filling requests like these: 


Many plant location firms nq longer 
bother to inquire here when they are look- 
ing for water terminal facilities. Over the 
years they have learned that the shortage 
of usable riverfront property makes it 
pointless to look in St. Louis. 


DEVELOPMENT of the St. Louis In- 
dustrial Park would change this situation. 
The Chamber of Commerce plans a nation- 
wide promotion campaign, including a mo- 
tion picture presentation, to advertise the 
project if it proves feasible. 

The industrial park, fully developed, 
would give the St. Louis area perhaps 100 
new plants employing 50,000 or more 
people. Total investment of private capital 
in these plants would exceed one billion 
dollars.

UNION OFFICIALS APPRAISING the possible effects of the new 
Landrum-Griffin Act on organization in the South are looking to the his- 
tory of two important AFL-CIO affiliates under the Taft-Hartley law. 


What they find is not encouraging. 


With exact membership figures unavailable, AFL-CIO headquarters 
here estimates that since passage of the Taft-Hartley law in 1947, mem- 


bership of the American Federation 
per cent. 

Officials of the Textile Workers Union of 
America say that since 1947 the union has 
lost more than half its membership in the 
South and now is down to about 50,000 
members out of a potential of 350,000, this 
despite about $10,000,000 spent in organizing 
efforts in the past 12 years below the 
Mason-Dixon line. 


The union officials place the blame for 
these developments on the Taft-Hartley law 
and the manner in which it has been ad- 
ministered by the National Labor Relations 
Board, 


THEY CAN FORESEE ONLY that the 
additional restrictions placed on picketing, 
boycotts and other organizational activities 
under the Landrum-Griffin law will further 
inhibit the efforts of union organizers to 
persuade the large body of Southern work- 
ers to join up despite the salutary effect 
the law may have in restoring rank-and-file 
confidence in unions where it has been 
shaken. 

This was pointed up this week by Robert 
F. Kennedy, former 


Senate Committee on 
Improper Practices 
in Labor-Manage- 
ment Relations, 
whose investigation 
over a period of two 
and one-half years 
was the forerunner 
of the Landrum-Grif- 
fin Act. 

Referring to a Nov. 
21 decision of the Na- 
tional Labor Rela- 
tions Board, holding 
picketing of an em- 
ployer by the Team- 
sters union illegal at 
a plant where the 
union did not repre- 
sent a majority of 
the employes, Ken- 
nedy said: 

“A recent decision , 
of the NLRB in the 
Sierra Furniture Co. 
case, demonstrates 
how the law can be

izing in a hostile, anti-labor atmosphere is 
virtually impossible.”’

But the important thing is developing the 
will and the imagination to overcome them. 

Let it never be said that Columbia Bottoms 
or any other big idea for broadening the 
community’s economic base is too big for 
St. Louis.

. Policy on Asian Growth

Some countries of the Far East, notably 
India, face staggering problems as a result 
of the “population explosion” now under 
way. India cannot expand its economy fast 
enough to care for the population growth. 
Japan exerts some control through legalized 
abortion. Rapid population increase in the 
underdeveloped countries is due mainly to 
a reduction in the death rate brought about 
by modern medicine and by public health 


measures. 

Mr. Kennedy is right in saying the matter 
is one for each country to decide. Asians, 
Africans and those who live in the Middle 
East are already ous e of West- 
ern imperialism for the U States to 
encourage the belief the West is trying to 
compete with the newly-developing countries 
by limiting their populations. The United 
States can and should help these countries 
develop their economies, but it should not 
use the lever of foreign aid or other means 
to enforce policies that might react against it. 


“Cet the Freutel Facts 


Prosecuting Attorney Anderson has fol- 
lowed the one sound course for his office in 
deciding to place the mysterious death of 
Guy S. Freutel before a St. Louis county 
grand jury “in the immediate future.” He is 
also well-advised to make the trip to Cali- 
fornia to talk with the Federal Reserve 
banker’s widow who, with her two sons, moved 
from Kirkwood to the Pacific coast soon after 
Mr. Freutel’s body was found in the basement 
of his home Aug. 29. 

The Freutel death needs something it has 
not yet had—a thorough investigation and 
extensive questioning of all those who might 
know anything that would explain this 
strange case. County Coroner Harris says he 
still thinks the rising 37-year-old banker killed 
himself by hanging. Two private pathologists 
who made a study of the exhumed body say 
it is “improbable” he committed suicide. 

This conflict makes it imperative that the 
facts surrounding the death be determined. 
Both theories cannot be right. ‘Somebody 
knows which is false. It is up to the local 
police and the prosecutor’s staff to find out. 
The authorities can take no satisfaction in 
knowing that the case apparently would have 
been forgotten had not some members of the 
Freutel family — notably the dead man’s 
father and brothers — begun an investiga- 
tion of their own. :

Prompt Action by the SEC 


The Securities and Exchange Commission 
was prompt in starting an investigation. of the 
fluctuations in the price of Curtis-Wright 
Corp. stock. The objective is to find out 
whether the prices were manipulated. On 
Nov. 23 the company announced a new-type 
internal combustion engine with only two 
moving parts, a potentially sensational de- 
velopment.

A Question of Timing 

The interesting aspect of the General Ac- 
counting Office charge that there are “basic 
shortcomings” in United States aid programs 
for India is its timing.

-Release of the report to congressional leaders 
and officials of the International Co-operation 
Administration comes at a time when next 
year’s budget is under consideration and on 
the eve of President Eisenhower’s trip to 
India. Additional massive aid to India is. 
under discussion; this assistance would help 
Democratic India compete economically with 
Communist China. 

Whether Mr. Campbell intended it or not, 
the report provides ammunition for enemies 
of Indian aid. It will be enlightening to see 
what use is made of it in Congress, and by 
whom.

When a decision is reached, it will have important 
implications for the future role of the country. Sweden 
not only is one of the foremost of the world’s neutralist 
nations, but it also has a tradition 6f taking a lead in 
the mediation of international disputes. 


The decision will have inter- 
national significance, too, since 
it will bear on the world prob- 
lem of ultimately controlling the 
use of atomic and thermonuclear 
weapons. 

Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter, at his news conference 
this week, declined to comment 
on Sweden in particular, but he 
observed, ‘‘I would certainly say 
that the greater the proliferation 
of nuclear weapons the greater 


the control problem will be- 
come.” 


SWEDEN’S FOREIGN POLICY 
has two main themes: non-align- 
ment and armed strength. 


The Swede’s last war came 
after three centuries of war, in 
which Sweden and Russia fought 
each other nine times for control 
of the lands east of the Baltic 
sea. Russia took Finland from 
Sweden in 1809, and Sweden re- 
acted by attacking Norway in 
1814 and forcing a union of Nor- 
way and Sweden. 

An indication of the subsequent 
Swedish desire to avoid war was 
to be seen in the fact that Nor- 
way was able to break away 
peaceably from Sweden in 1905. 

After World War II, Sweden 
redefined its position, changing 
the concept of neutrality to one 
of “non-alignment.”’ This was 
confirmed in 1951 with an offi- 
cial declaration: 
Sweden,must keep free of mili- 
tary alliances which might bring 
us into conflict with other na- 
tions. To protect our indepen- 
dence and democratic institu- 
tions, a sttong defense must be 
maintained.” 


This attitude had been respon- 
sible for Sweden’s refusal to join 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization along with Norway and 
Denmark in 1949. 


NOW THAT NUCLEAR weap- 
Ons are standard equipment by 
the United States, Russia and 
Great Britain, Swedish military 
leaders also have urged that 
preparations be made in the com-

The Wi onderful Wi ayward Guggenheim 


F rank Lloyd Wright’s Provocative Museum in New York 


ago. 

This is the only major structure by 
Wright to be built in New York, a city 
he did not admire; the architect died last 
spring, after having seen this work al- 
most to completion. 

Almost everybody who has said any- 
thing about the Guggenheim’s design has 
found the word ‘‘controversial’’ indispens- 
able. The building was commissioned in 
1943. Wright had hopes of erecting it in 
Central Park, where it could rise in 
grandeur from otherwise unoccupied sur- 
roundings. Its site proved to be a former 
apartment location, on Fifth avenue, be- 
tween Eighty-eighth and LEighty-ninth 
streets, just north of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. 


The Guggenheim is a sculptural con- 
crete monolith, rising in a gradual spiral 
that some observers’ have likened to a 
sort of nautilus. shell, others to an in- 
verted cupcake, a pudding mold or a 
fortification. It isn’t actually like anything 
else. It is a new structural shape that is 
both fascinating and infuriating, breath- 
takingly daring as ‘a total concept and 
downright ‘laughable in its imperious dis- 
regard of a numfer of practical, everyday 
problems with ich the present and 
future directors /of the monument to 
Frank Lloyd Wright are securely saddled. 
THE PRESENT director, James 
Johnson Sweeney, had his ups and downs 
with the architect. The trustees finally 
resolved the most clearcut ones by giving 
Sweeney full authority over the interior 
color, the lighting and the method of hang- 
ing pictures, and leaving overall matters 
of structure to Wright. 

Instead of dwelling on his problems, 
now that he has movedl in, Sweeney says 
he intends to make the most of his exhibi- 
tion opportunities, which are exceptional, 
indeed. “The building is bringing people 


to look at paintings,” he said, ‘‘and that’s 
what we wanted to accomplish.” 

Since opening’ day, attendance at- the 
Guggenheim. has run between 5300 and 
6500 persons on Saturdays and Sundays, 
with weekly totals of around 30,000. The 
first month's total of more than 120,000 
visitors is about one-third of the entire 
1958 attendance at the St. Louis City Art 
Museum, which does not have an admis- 
sion charge, and which considered last 
year a good one. 

The fact that the crowds are attracted 

in large part by the building is a fact that 
Sweeney and future directors will have to 
live with; at the same time, the fact that 
‘the architecture is so powerful a physical 
force, constantly pulling at the spectator, 
will offer a considerable challenge to the 
art works on view, and to the means of 
displaying them. 
THE GUGGENHEIM paintings are 
displayed against a wall that follows a 
spiral ramp, one-third of a mile long, from 
ground floor to top. There are six levels, 
each projecting a little farther outward 
than the one below. The visitor has a 
choice of walking up this easy three per- 
cent grade, or of taking an elevator to 
the top level and coasting down. 

The paintings are in deep bays against 

the outer walls, and it was here. that 
Wright and Sweeney had some of their 
difficult times. It should be mentioned 
that Sweeney is not carrying on a post- 
mortem feud withthe architect, and that 
he studiously steers conversation away 
from them. They are a matter of record, 
however, in Mrs. Wright’s. book, ‘Our 
House,’’ and in other publications. 
- Anyway, Wright entertained the roman- 
tic notion that paintings should be ex- 
hibited at a slight tilt, to conform, he 
argued, to the tilt of an artist’s easel. 
This ignored the fact that most oil paint- 
ers’ easels hold the canvas at an absolute 
vertical, and that many artists simply at- 
tach their canvases flat against a wall 
while painting. Wright held to his theory, 
and the exhibition walls slant outward 
some 15 degrees; moreover, the viewer 
is kept about six feet out from these 
walls by a curb in the terrazzo floor and 
by a concrete slope from there to the 
wall. 


THE DIRECTOR tried several means 


of overcoming both the tilt and the setback. 
His solution is a rigid steel arm that pro- 


. jects out from the wall back of each paint- 
ing, with a clamp that grips the canvas.

stretcher and holds it firmly vertical. The 
rod is paintéd the same dead white as the 
walls and floor of the bay. A continuous 
skylight, augmented with white fluores- 
cent lighting, runs the entire length of 
the walls back of the paintings. Ceiling 
trough lights cast illumination directly on 
the paintings. 

The canvases, consequently, appear as 
if floating in a brilliantly lighted white 
open space, and the effect is most dra- 
matic. Some paintings are thoroughly 
compatible with this treatment, others 
less so. Looking at one with a broad 
passage of stark white give a fleeting 
illusion of looking through a hole in the 
canvas at the white wall beyond. A num- 
ber of Kandinsky works at the top level, 
several with areas of gray-white, seemed 
to me to be muted in the pervasive color- 
less. glow. However, a museum man 
with great appreciation of Kandinsky. told 
me his reaction was that these works had 
never looked better. There are wide dif- 
ferences in reactions to the Guggenheim 
experience. 

The vast center well, encircled by the 
ramps and crowned with a skylight 95 
feet above the terrazzo floor, is either the 
building’s supreme triumph or its most 
serious drawback as a setting for paint- 
ings. This is a hypnotically beautiful 
architectural space, and one’s feeling 
about it hinges partly on whether one is 
subject to vertigo. The visitor cannot take 
it or leave it alone; whenever he backs 
off from a painting, he nears the brink of 
this marvelously carved-out abyss, and 
he is separated from it only by a wall 
low enough to impose a mental, and even 
a physical, hazard. 


AT FIRST IMPRESSION, the 
paintings are simply overwhelmed by the 
stupendous power of the building. Wright 
never thought of his structure as a neu- 
tral, let alone reticent, setting for the 
display of art works. ‘‘Architecture is the 
mother art,’’ he often said, and that was 
his credo. But it seems likely that once 
the spectator has explored the building, 
and can move about in it without the 
initial sense of disorientation produced 
by its unfamiliar curves and its slopes, 
he can look at the paintings in a more 
normal relationship with their surround- 
ings. 

Sweeney expects to make further ad- 
justments in the lighting, and it is fore- 
seeable that the Guggenheim innovations 
will have far-ranging influence on future 
museum planning. 

The building has a number of minor 
faults. Its hard surfaces produce a dis- 
turbing reverberation of footsteps and 
conversation, and one pair of spike heels 
can devastate a whole level of paintings. 
The cafeteria is plain bedlam, but its 
chairs are wonderfully comfortable. The 
ramp slope, gentle as it is, made me 
ankle-weary. The small automatic eleva- 
tor to the floors in the office annex has 
unequal sides meeting at unequal angles, 
and the passenger in it feels like a com- 
ponent in one of Picasso’s analytical 
cubist compositions. 

At night, with light glowing from the 
top dome and the spiraling skylights, the 


_ structure takes on a floating, ethereal 


grace that is pure magic, completely be- 
lying its solid concrete mass. 

My last look at it was from a low- 
flying plane on a clear day, and my last 
impression was that here, with all .its 
perversities, is a building of both rugged 
character and grace, refreshingly unlike 
the midtown slabs extruded from the Man- 
hattan schist; a building that we shall be 
talking about, fretting over and surrender- 
ing to for years and years. : 


The Vanishing Exclamation Point 


Its Relationship to Prevailing “Coolness”

ONE OF THE LAST works of the recently deceased 
Brazilian composer Heitor Villa-Lobos was ‘‘Forest of the Ama- 
zon’’, a suite abstracted from background music he wrote for the 
motion picture “Green Mansions.” This work, recorded by the, 
Symphony of the Air, a chorus and the soprano soloist Bidu 
Sayao, makes wonderful atmospheric music for a movie. It is 
passionate, sometimes melancholy and always tropical but ‘it is 
not one of the composer’s best scores: The effects are rather 
obvious, particularly the “Blue Dusk” and “Love Song” ‘for 
soprano which Mme. Sayao sings so beautifully. The performance 
is excellent all the way through. The lush orchestration and éx- 
préssive tunes should make this a popular concert number bit 
its proper place is on a ‘“‘Pop” program. (United Artists, Mon- 
aural, one record.) 
A RECORDING of Schumann’s First Symphony in B-Flat 
by the Cleveland Orchestra under George Szell is energetic and 
_ firmly organized. Mr. Szell knows what he is doing and he has 
one of the world’s best orchestras to carry out his wishes. Never- 
theless one misses the delicacy of feeling that could be brought 
out by slight modifications of tempo and more sensitive inflec- 
tions.

No law details this procedure. 
It is based instead on a ruling 
of Attorney General Robert H. 
Jackson in 1940, handed down 
after the Post Office Department 
had seized large shipments of 
Nazi propaganda. His ruling in- 
volved a complicated interweav- 
ing of the espionage act of 1917 
and the foreign agents registra- 
tion act of 1938. 

After World War II, the pro- 
gram lay dormant. But the start 
of the Korean war prompted 
Congressmen to pressure the 
Customs Bureau and the Post 
Office to do something about an 
increasing influx of Communist 
mail, The* Jackson procedures 
were revived. 

Under the Jackson theory, the 
Post Office may destroy all 
foreign propaganda—Communist 
or not—without giving the .ad- 
dressee a chance to sign a form 
requesting it, or without even 
telling him about it. And until 
this year the program operated 
much that way. 

Recent Procedure. 


The present system of noti- 
fying the addressee was started 
recently by Herbert B. Warbur- 
ton, the new general counsel of 
the Post Office. . 

At the start, the current pro- 
grani had chaotic aspects.

Many of them would not otherwise 
receive. gifts. Many do not know of their parents’ exact 
whereabouts. Some are too young to undenstand why Santa 
Claus doesn’t come to their house. Through Toy Lift, he does. 


This is just one of the projects aided by the Tree 
of Lights funds. Another is Toy Town, a local opera- 
tion, whereby parents may select gifts for their chil- 
dren, again as if the gifts were provided by parents. 


» THE PROCEDURE HERE is for needy families to apply 
.to Mrs. Joy. Smith, director of family service, at her office, 
191 North Broadway. They are interviewed and checked for 
duplication by other agencies. When cleared, they are sent 
a notice to come to Toy Town at the Salvation Army's Number 
Six Lafayette Park Corps, 1710 Carroll street. Here they select 
toys fer their children and receive a food vouchér good at any 
grocery store for any kind of food they may want. This 
removes the stigma of the “charity basket,” and also does 
not provide the traditional turkey for a family that may prefer 
spaghetti or pork chops.

Creely, with Mrs. Fred Schaller in charge of Volunteers. — 

Toy Town has been in operation for some time but Toy 
Lift is just beginning. This year Menard branch of the Hiinois 
State prison will be added, and in all, the Salvation Army 
hopes to double the number of gifts this year.

By mutual con- 
sent they leoked slightly ill and 
stopped talking, 


A young man wearing a tight 
black suit and goatee growing 
free-style upon his chin intro- 
duced himself, Frank Werber. 
He manages the Kingston Trio. 
He saw them first. 


Werber was a working press 
agent when he saw Guard, Reyn- 


olds and Shane perform in 1957 
at The Cracked Pot. “A campus 
hang-out,”” Werber said quickly, 
indicating he didn’t name the 
place, that’s how it was when 
he found them, 


Guard had gone to Stanford; 
Reynolds and Shane went to 
Menlo Business College, right 
down the road from Stanford. 
All of them studied business ad- 
ministration, a course that Caru- 
so never learned, that Bing 
Crosby mastered by accident, 
and that evéry young singer has 
to learn now one way or another. 
They sang together for the rea- 
son college students generally 
sing together, for fun if that’s all 
they can get out of it and for a 
few extra bucks if they get 
lucky.

That's 
a nice thing for a young man to 
know, business administration 
and unlike chemical engineering 
or medicine it doesn’t keep him 
up so many nights studying 
when he could be out singing. 

“I went home and: started 
fooling around, singing in night 
clubs, and in about six weeks I 
was making $300 a week as a 
single,” Shane said. “That was 
more money. than I figured I'd 
ever make in the sporting goods 
business so I thought I'd stay in 
this business a while.

up with Guard and Reynolds.”

at all the record people he had 
helped make happy. 


“I don’t know,"’ Shane said, 
“if this will last 10 more months 
or 10 years, but it's great while 
it’s going on and you can't blame 
us for hoping.”

NEW YORK, Nov, 29. 

‘THE NEWS that ratings will 
be investigated is welcome only 
if it is a thorough and fearless 
and intelligent appraisal. Never 
has such a huge industry been 
so hopelessly cowed by a set of 
cold, hopelessly unreliable, ‘to- 
tally meaningless numbers: Per- 
couple of statisticians 
will take the stand and.cow. the 
gentlemen from Congress as 
they have the industry. . 

Statisticians are assuming the 
vestments of the clergy and of 
that latter-day ceca. oe psy- 
chiatrists. All statisti open 
their pronouncements by telling 
you that statistics are am exact 
science and you must not ques- 
tion their figures, unles$ You are 
another statistician, in h 
case you would have more sefse 
than to open your yap, . 

But no statistician has ever 
been able to explain to me why, 
if one Republican dentist from 
North Dakota is listening to Bob 
Hope, all other Republican den- 
tists must be assumed to be lis- 
tening to Hope, too, I am willing 
to concede the statisticians 
(while not really believing it) 
the ability to predict with rea- 
sonable accuracy how many 
times a flipped coin will turn up 
heads.

Terribly popular pro- 
grams like ‘‘I Love Lucy’’ failed 
to sell any Philip Morris cigar- 
ettes, while frightfully low-rated 
shows like Faye Emerson's sold 
Pepsi Cola by the ocean-load. To 
pick on another, rating services 
(until recently) didn’t agree with 
each other in any respect.

ROME, ITALY. 
VERY MOTION PICTURE is beladen 
with problems. Some, however, have 
more than others. A leading candidate for 
the prize problem film of 1959 is Jovanka 
and the Others, a movie recently com- 
pleted here. 
This production, which deals with the 
World War Il activities of Yugoslav 
partisans, stars Van Heflin, Richard Base- 


hart, Steve Forrest, and five beautiful, 


talented, painstaking actresses. 
Its major problem was a script that 
called for these actresses to have their 
heads shaven, to swim in the nude, to 
tramp all over the mountains of Italy, to 
play Yugoslav partisans who fraternize 
with the hated German soldiery. 
Where does one find five competent 


or stage commitments, and we couldn't 
afford to look like plucked chickens. We 
did agree, however, to have our hair shorn 
pretty well down to the nub. After they 
got through clipping us, I think our hair 
measured one-half inch in length, maybe 
a little longer or shorter.” 

Originally Jovanka was scheduled to be 
shot in Yugoslavia. At the last moment, 
however, the Yugoslavs refused permis- 
sion unless the script was altered and the. 
title changed. Reason for the Yugoslav de- 
mand: Marshal Tito, President of Yugo- 
slavia, has been married three times. His 
first wife, a 16-year-old Russian girl 
named Pelaghia Belousnova, died in 1938.

Russia’s wild and woolly East

IRKUTSK, SIBERIA. 
When Nikita Khrushchev hurls his threat to sur- 
pass the United States, his small eyes are fixed be- 
yond Moscow. They roam far to the East, across the 
towering Ural Mountains to the vast, almost virgin 
lands of Siberia. Here, in an area 12 times that of 
the U .S.,is the treasured store of minerals, forests, 
and lands he hopes to use to make the U.S.S.R. the 
mightiest power in the world. 

Flying over Siberia, you can go for hundreds of 


miles without glimpsing a hamlet or even a cabin. 


‘The visitor, however, should not be deceived by 


these empty acres. The battle to unlock Siberia’s 
wealth is being pursued with all the energy and 
urgency Khrushchev has at his command. 

What happens in Siberia can mean a great deal 
to all of us. Here are vignettes of life as 1 saw them 
in this mysterious territory that stretches from 
European Russia to Alaska’s icy tip. 


PIONEER PRIDE. The Siberians have all the pride of 
America’s own pioneer families. They mix freely with 
visitors and speak proudly of their rugged country. 
Young farmers are being offered not only house and 
garden plots but easy credit to buy cows and settle 
their families. Skilled workers are promised better 
jobs than they can hope for in. Western Russia. There 
is an effort to provide amusement and culture for the 
new settlers. Moscow theater ahd ballet companies are 
sent out to entertain them. 

Dozens of Siberians spoke to me in a vein similar to 
that of Marie Gregoroma, who manages a restaurant 
near Lake Baikal. “The big future is here. I came here 


from the Ukraine but I like Siberia better. The weather 
is better here— it’s too hot in the Ukraine. Some of 
my friends and relatives tried to discourage me from 
coming to Siberia but I came without fear. Now I am 
happy here and I love the life.” 

On the other hand, I spoke to several men and 
women who were assigned to Siberia after graduation 
from college. They do not like Siberia and plan to re- 
turn home when their two-year assignments are up. 

The hope for mass migration still hasn’t come true. 
There are not nearly enough people, either in numbers 
or skills, for the projects Khrushchev and his planners 
have drawn up. Siberia’s population is estimated at 
30,000,000, a handful in this vast area. Total popu- 
lation of the Soviet Union is 210,000,000. 


“SIBERIAN FOOD. Siberia is famous for its pelmeni, 
small dumplings of almost transparent dough filled 
with several varieties of minced meat. Large batches 
of pelmeni are made at a time and stored outside the 
house in the deepfreeze winter temperatures. When a 
guest arrives, the raw dumplings are popped into boil-. 
ing water to provide a quick, nourishing meal. As in 
other parts of the Soviet Union, the Siberians like cab- 
bage soup, kasha (grain cereal), and pancakes. 


TRANSPORTATION. Today’s Siberian roads are little 
better than thé American pioneer trails of 100.-years 
ago. There are no reinforced concrete bridges and 90 
_ per cent of the roads have gravel or dirt surfaces. 
Motor vehicles are immobilized five months each year 
because of bad weather. An éxtensive highway pro- 
gram is earmarked for Siberia. 

Its main rivers—the Ob, Yenisei, Lena, and Amur 
—are among the world’s dozen longest. They provide 
cheap transportation during the ice-free summer 
months and an enormous power potential. 

The main form of transportation in Siberia is the 
Trans-Siberian Railway, which began service in 1896. 

Against this backward picture of land travel is the 
’ startling contrast of daily plane service, including jets, 
between Moscow and all key Siberian cities. 


FORCED LABOR. Khrushchev has said that forced 
labor camps no longer exist but many believe some re- 
main. I saw no evidence of the camps. 

The story is told that Siberia first became infamous 
as an area for political prisoners at the end of the 18th 
century when: Czar Paul I was displeased with the 
parading of a certain regiment. He ordered the troops 
from his palace in St. Petersburg (now Leningrad): 
“By the right, march to Siberia!And they did. Scores 
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of small Siberian villages boast about the famous Rus- 
sians who had lived there in exile before the Revolu- 
tion—including Lenin and Stalin. 


‘WEATHER. From mid-October to mid-April tempera- 


tures are below freezing; the world’s record low— 
90-below—was recorded in northeast Siberia. The 
short summer has some uncomfortably warm days 
but temperatures top 68 degrees only for a month. The 
ground is permanently frozen under three-quarters 
of Siberia’s 5 million square miles. 


DOWN. ON THE FARM. Siberia has rolling prairies 
that could produce all of Russia’s needs for grain. 

I got a clear idea of life down on the farm in a visit 
to the collective at Khomvtovo, one of four in the 
Irkutsk district. Konstantin Akemovich, chief of the 
collective, told me: “The main task is to make it 
[Irkutsk] the most productive area in the Soviet 
Union.” 

The 930-family collective sends representatives to 
Moscow and Leningrad each year to select six or 
seven families from other parts of the Soviet Union. 

The. collective has 65,000 acres, produces corn, 
wheat, rye, poultry, and cattle. Planting begins in 
May and the harvest ends in early September. 


SIBERIA AT RANDOM. As in the pioneer communi- 
ties in America’s old West, there is an atmosphere 
of freedom despite Communist controls. Not only is 
Siberia remote from Moscow's rule, but its first settlers 
back in the 16th century—Cossack freebooters and 
religious sects akin to America’s Quakers and Puritans 
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—were an independent lot and their heritage remains 
. Siberia was officially joined to Russia in 1581 
when a band of Cossacks invaded the area. In 60 
years, virtually all of Siberia was annexed to Russia. 
. Siberia had a big gold rush from 1828 to 1846. 
Gold is still mined although it is no longer the main 
industry, as was the case until the Revolution .. . 
Siberia has a wealth of wild life, including bear, 
sable, black fox, and the fierce shaggy Siberian tiger. 
Siberia’s big spurt from a backward agricultural 
area into an industrial region came during World War 
II when factories were transferred there from western 
Russia ... 40 per cent of the capital investments in 
the Soviet Union in the next seven years will be spent 
in the development of Siberia. The Russians maintain 
that by 1965 Siberia will produce for the U.S.S.R.: 
43% of its pig iron 
47% of its steel 
50% of its coal 
30% of its oil 
46% of its electric power 
45% of its timber 
The original construction of Sputnik.was conducted 
in Siberia ... Some of the Siberian cities— Irkutsk, 
Novosibirsk, Omsk, Krasnoyarsk, and Vladivostok— 
are now among the largest in the Soviet Union. Along- 
side the old wooden houses of peeled logs, big new 
buildings of brick and cement are being driven sky- 
ward. Hydroelectric projects have top priority. 
To spur migration to Siberia, Russian authorities 
like to quote a popular singer, Pyotr Leshenko: “I am 
«not afraid of Siberia. Siberia is Russian soil too.”

KHRUSHCHEV VISIT. On his way home last month 
from Red China, Khrushchev made an unscheduled 
stop in Siberia. Few Americans understood why. 

The reasons were: 

1 To demonstrate to the Red Chinese that the 
Soviet Union is an important Far Eastern power. (Si- 
beria is larger in area-than China.) According to our 
intelligence sources, Khrushchev did this to impress 
Mao Tse-tung, who was cool to his plea to tone down 
the saber rattling in the Far East. 

2 To dramatize Siberia’s expanding economy to the 
Chinese as well as to the Russians. 


3 To challenge the Siberians to meet the goals of . 


the seven-year-plan (1959-65) so that Soviet agri- 
cultural and industrial production will match ours. 

Here is what Khrushchev told an audience in 
Novosibirsk : 

“Are we less capable than the Americans? Are we 
less able to cultivate the land, breed cows, milk them, 
fatten hogs, and make good jellied meat and pork 
chops? | ' 

“We, the Soviet people, have everything: brains, 
hands, natural resources. Why then should we pro- 
duce less goods than they? Who can tolerate this? 
Who said that the Soviet citizen should eat half of what 
the American eats? I think, if necessary, we can ensure 
every Soviet citizen five American rations—if only 
the stomach can stand it!” 

He added: : 

“There was a time when the word Siberia was a 
word the mere mention of which frightened the 
peoples of our country and caused shudders in the 
hearts of many men and women throughout the world. 
Today you Siberians have transformed your region, 
and have made it rich and thriving. In our day one 
can well say: ‘He who has not been to Siberia has ng 
seen the world!’ ” 

Khrushchev paints a glamorized picture. But the 
fact remains that this mysterious land will present a 
real economic challenge to us in the years ahead.

VATICAN CITY. 

nN nis 78TH BIRTHDAY, celebrated here last Wednes- 

day, Pope John XXIII delighted onlookers with his 
fit and spry appearance. A few, though, may have been sur- 
prised for there had been talk recently that the Pontiff was 
suffering from a secret illness. The rumors had started 
months ago when the Pope remarked to friends that he 
hoped God would spare his life for two more years. 

But such rumors have no basis, PARADE has learned from 
unimpeachable sources. His physician has not found it 
necessary to prescribe any miedicine for him for six years. 
His intimates do not recall his taking time off from papal 
duties even for a mild illness. When he has a checkup, he 
likes to tease his physician: “You don’t look so good, Doctor. 
You should take better care of yourself.” 

The Pontiff’s hopes for two more years probably will be 
realized in multiples if his family background is any indica- 
tion. His mother lived to be 84, his father 81. He has three 
brothers, aged 75, 69, and 65, and a sister who is 72. 


The Tools of Diplomacy 


Slightly overweight (about 205 pounds), he seems 
heavier because of his stocky build. Actually the Pope eats 
sparingly of light foods. When he was the Papal Nuncio to 
Paris, he frequently invited people to lunch, and even re- 
marked once that food and wine were tools of the diplomatic 
trade. The food he himself ate, though, was quite sparse. 
Today the Pope avoids fattening foods, although he does 
indylge occasionally in fruit and a little white wine with 
one of his meals. The Pope smokes cigarettes and will 
drink an occasional glass of champagne. - 

Vigorous for his age, his favorite exercise is walking. His 
short legs move so fast that younger priests have difficulty 
keeping up with him. When he attended a six-hour dedica- 
tion service of an underground basilica last year, he did an 
unusual amount of walking during the ceremony—yet 
showed little fatigue. Commented an assistant, breathing 
hard: “Secret illness? Nonsense. If we all were as healthy as 
he is, hospitals would go out of business.”
